Vhat I know about the origin and history of the Nezus Family 
By Thomas Rae Negus of Millerstown, North Dakota 


Some years ago I rote a brief history of the Negus family 
as I had been told it by my father and other relatives but on 
reading it over 1 find some mistakes and no: in my 74th year 
havine too much spare ime I have concluded to rewrite it more 
accurately :nd give more Ccetails, that it may be better under- 
stood by those who may be interested in yenrs to come,

Shere lived ea mn in En;lend calle? Col, Nes us who intro- 
duced a certain kind of drink msite of vine, sug r, and water and 
flavorel with spices. This mixture was.called NEGUS end was a 
popular beverage at that time.  e learn from the definition of 
the nume in ebdsters Dictionary that he lied in 1724. It is gen- 
erally believed that he is a relutive o! two brothers who came 
from Engle nd to Philsdelphis bout the ysar 1700, whose nones 
were John and Joseph Negus. John vas 9 tanner and Joseph a 
Bleekemith. They hed le -rned their trates in England where sell 
epprentices had to s-rve 7 yoars to lenrn a trade. 


Joseph vas of «© speculetive turn of mind <nd he purchased 
8 ship that was lone overdue, end supposed by its owner to be 
lost, for ae small sum of money end the next dey his ship sailed 
in el] CK. From this piece of foo!’ luck he wes in the Ocean 
Shipping business and soon after moved to Poston, Mass. From 
thig& time on very little 4: known of him. 


| I have met a judge Negus of Vairtield, Iova, and known of a 
Joseph Neg us in Sioux City, both of whom came from the New “neland 
states end from the similarity of their eiven nemes have no doubt 
they are the descendants of the originsl Joseph. His brother John 
lived in Philadelphis oni workes at his trade s1l1 the rest of his 
life. He was married anc had one son called Shaidlock who was my 
create-rrundfather. \ie heve no knowledre that he hid brothers or 
eisters. He also followed the trode of tenner and this business 
included meking by hond all kinds of finished goods made of leather 
| end iurs. He had four sons and one dseughter. Thcir names were 
John, Esther, Joshue, est end Joseph. -Sheidlock was born in 1734 
| ond Gie d in 1806. He was the first one burie in the Necsus Ceom- 
etary in Bloomiield Township, Crawford County, Pa., and laid vith 





his head to the north. Ile was the only one I ever knew buried in 
that way. My father seid that wae on Indien custom to show the 
direction from which he came. So they lived in Philadelphia during 
the Revolutionary ss when the Vritish held posession of the city. 
The only daughter married Mr. John Rae and thats where my 
niddle name came from. /bout the ysar 1794, his wife having died, 
Shaidlock with his four «ons noved te %.°. Pennsylv: nia on Redstone 
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Creek. They lived there 10 years. “hile there Joshua married Ann 
“EREVE who ceme from a family of llolland descent. Soon efter they 
all moved to Lloomficld tovmship, Crawford County, Fa. In this 
conipeny there must have been several i omen and 1° men and boyse 

They all rode on horseback or walked snd #11 their bedding, clothing, 
provisions ond tools were carried by packhorse. They followed 
exactly the same trail taken by George Washington when he was sent 
from Virginia to tort Levoueff on lrench Creek to demand the evacu- 
ation of the country by the Prench forrcs just 51 years before. 


Beside these femilies there wag a boy, illism Rossell who 
seems to heve beon edepted by the Negus tamtly. No one ever explaine 
ed his origin, sroun! which there secms to be a mystery. Along with 
their other ; oods they Lrouvht «11 theix tonning tools end e small 
whiskey still which belonged “o the Ghreve fam we 


Their trei] wes fovn the “onon, shele end up the AJleehany river 
tO the mouth of O11 Creck and up that otresm te its source. ‘ild 
came tas plentiiul. eer, “olves, Lesr and panther ebounded. The 
coultry hai been curveyed into «00 acre tracts ond eech settler 
could take one ior a homestead ane in seme iuture time pay the state 
29 cents an acre. jihis state price on Grendfrathers land was unpaid 
for tl years after he made cettlement, for in 1865 my father sold 
60 acres for $40 por sere that contained a swamp out of which flowed 
& branch of 011 @xeek and one running north into French Creek for 
oi1 territory and he hed to go to Harrisburg and pey up for the 
whole 400 acres. He also had to make a visit to his Uncle Joseph 
in S.ii. Ohio and pay off what he : ould call a judecment for #100 
for money loaned tc his brothe; Joshua LO years before. This debt 
was settled withou, adding ony interest. i11 this had to be done 
before he could vive a perfect title. When he came through Erie 
the body of Abrahan Lincoln was there lying in state. If he had 
tried to get a view he would have nad to stay over 24 hours. 


Joshua, who wos my Grendfuther after whom my brother was nemed, 
end one of his brotheis tovok land aijoining and built his log cabin 
near the line just west of che semetery. His prothers land in now 
known as the |ossell arm. Crindfasher lived there 28 years and 
then built 40 rods further north. ‘They were a long ways from market 
and mede Little use of store goods for esch family mode their own 
Clothes, bread, vieciz own lea ner from the !resh hides, werked up 
their own wool, end mede thelr own suocr from maple trees. This 
was heavy timbered cduntry and Lhe overhead Mth foliage was so dense 
that very little underbrush grew. <All the log cabins were built 
near a spring and paths were made from one to ancther by blazed trees. 


One time after “iandfather Joshua had planted his crop hv went 
to mrket in tiranilin 40 miles away with sone packhorses laden with 
leather, furs and meple sug:r. He was delayed a long time by high 
water and the ones left at home hed to Gig up the planted potatoes 
to keep from starving. Another time he went to help a neighbor hoe 
corn «nd on his way home late the wolves followed so close thet he 
backed into a hollow tree and swung his hoe #11 night to keep from 
being devoured alivz. 
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On the tonth of 5 ptember 1813 they heard the cannons rosr 
during the battle of Perry's victory on Lakr "rie. <A few. years 
after they settled there all three brothers(of Joshua's) moved to 
Ohio where a large settlement of Quakers hed located. They were 
bpposed to slavery «nd believed in peace and nonresistance. - 


My Uncle John - 1s a leoeder in that conmunity, took stock in 
yhat wes known as the Underground ". R. to assist runaway slaves 
on their way tc Canada where they were free. Slsves from Kentucky 
vould be left at his hone early in the morning, he would hide them 
tJl1l dark ont then with his tesm nd old fashioned carryall drive 
them north and leave them in care of another station master who 
would repeat the same operation. /11 this was kept up for yeoers 
without pay except for the sake of huwanity. ‘ithough it was a 
crime to assist or harbor a runaway slave in the eyes of the law 
when he was 60 years old he drove frou Salem, Chic to “est Branch, 
s0wa. He died in i@69 ‘at 90 years Gi afe. iy brother Joshua and 
“iyself visited a dozen families of these relatives in 1871. They 
hold a family reunion there near Salen, Ohio, and one in N.W. Pa., 
anong the descendints of Joshua and Ann. 


The numes of the children of Joshua end Ann were Thomas, Sharlet, 
(Loti: died young), ‘largaret (.iuddock], Saran (Akers), «est (who was 
my father), born July £0, 1215, died 1685 and is buried in Hurley,s. 
Dake, :my (‘ergeant), Ann (‘ialling), Marian (Anderson) and John vho 
nerrieda Emsline Smith were Rue imaline (Darrow), and Marie (Rossell. 
Grandfather Joshua died in 18 vbhen Ll was & years old. My father West 
took his two little boys ‘ave see rheir grandfather. It was the first 
time 1 had looked 4. « dead person and I remembered it ever after and 
that is all I do remember of hin. Crandmother lived with gm her son © 
John who kept the old place. “She died in 1866. I remember her well. 
She was. a quiet, gcod natured person, always working at something and 
her pictures on the reunion cards are very natural. 

“hen I was 3) years old father took méther, sister Pruds and I 

to visit his aunts, uncles and cousins hear Salem, Ohio in a two horse 
double seated buggy. He had lived smong them two years when a young 
man. It took three days to travel one way. This was the first time 
I had been away from home and I remember some things I had never seen 
before: a train of carsn.a cider mill, and driving through a long 
covered bridge. I remember playing, around Grandfathers old tanning 
yard, an old log building with a work bench end tools used for tanning, 
henging on pegs 3 or 4 dee py square pits th the ground curbed up with 
spring to the pits and the arrangement) for crushing dry hemlock bark, 
a traci laid in a true cirele laid flat side up, a step in the center 
from which was atteched a sweep and a big stone wneel 8 inches thick 
and four feet in dignnter that was rolled sround on this floor to 
erind bark. This stone was dressed out of a big rock by great-grand- 
father, It had been broken in two end now used for a door step for 
a house 6h the sume farm. 


Father used to tell me about driving e horse called Bob around 
this circle when he was a barefoot boy. Our school house was only 
30 rods from our door. ve had three nonths school in summerand the 
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sane in the winter. I never went summers after I was ll years old, 
Father was chairman of the ™ ownship School Rosrd «nd examined the 
teachers and granted certificates. He taught thre: terms there and 
one in . Dek. ‘Vo do the latter he rode 2a two year old colt 4 miles 
from hoie vhen he was 67 years old. He served as one of four Justices 
oi che Peace in Turner County for ll years. He married many couples 
and pexiormed the first marriage in that county. His fair decisions 
oud efforts to settle disputes gained hin the reputation of a peace 
maker. . 


Jive of fathers sisters end his only brother John lived and 
died less than two miles from their bitthplace. Three of mothers 
Sisters lived there and I hud 59 first cousins who grew up near the 
game place. There were 1] children tn our fom Ly. ALL erew' to. be 
adults end «]l were married. Our nenes were Henrtete (Hughs), Pruda 
(Blekeslee), Celia (Messenger), Joshua Eroch, Thoras Rae, Carepta 
(Borland), Amy (Polland), West John, Warguret (est), Simeon Sergeant, 
Breech (Cront).. Now invlSv4-all sre gore except the three youngest 
and myself. Father and ‘other were married on Christnes Day 1841 
et the eges of £6 and 198 by kis unele Cherles Shreve, a Justice of 
the Peace. Another uncle Benjamin Shreve and his wife (Sargent) who 
was mother's sister, were best couple at their weddings. This couple 
were the parents of 7 sons and k daughter. Or. Shreve was their 
youngest son. My parants limed on the same farm for 30 years. 


“hen the wer cf the Nebellion breke out weny of ny older school- 
wates enlisted and among them were three of nother's brothers, {imothy, 
Simeon, and John. About one in three rever returned. Tinothy was 
wounded at Gettysburg and died in ‘nderson ville prison. John was 
wounded et ntietorm. ‘hen en officer cene arcund to enroll all between 
the ages of 18 and 45, my father wes one year too old. Uncle Jokn 
Negus was drafted three tines and hired « substitute each time. The 
gom't made no classification end this wes done by those who could afford 
it. At that time Grandfather Enoch Sargent was stil3 alive, altho very 
Old, and took grest pride in his three soldier boys for he cane from 
fighting stock... Tis feather, Mnoch Ssrzvent was a soldier under General 
LVeshington AMAXHB.XMEXRBER For ¢ time he usa gusrd cr orderly for 
the General and at one time saved Li. frum eapture by the British 
by throwing him his overcoat ond carrying him on his back to make 
believe he wes sick or woundnd. My Grandfather Fnoch was born on 
independence Day 1776. He died tn 18"71. 


A¥ter working at many jebs and trying to sustain life, in April 
1870 TWENTY TO Bothany, Missvuriwhere br. Joshua had gone two years 
before. The next spring he end I went to Bloorinedsle and on the 25th 
day of March 1871 we filed homestead cleins there. Our first winter 
in Dakota was very severe. We burned willows for cooking and warmth. 
We hunted and trapped without much suecess. ONe yeer our crops were 
destroyed by grasshoppers. In fact the first ten years we were in 
3. Dakota all those whe could drine back to thelr former-henes did so. 
Many left to escape their creditors. ‘“e all used twisted hsy for fuel 
and many everydey clothes were made of egrrin secks. All were poor alike: 
and no one could leugh ot the cther fellcw. I served os Constable and 
Deputy Sheriff many yesrs, ete.

eee The Neguses ( I do not know how soon) built & located 

in a log cabin joining my father's farm or where he settled. 
You I think know where your mother & I were born and raised. 
The log cabin and all improvements are all gone. The land 
belongs to the Bracken Negus estate. You I expect remember 
the log cabin in the field... 


The first house (of Elisha Negus & Elvira Fawcett) was 
built with a mixture which formed a gravel which they filled 
in between logs they cut from the timber. They allways called 
it the gravel house. We children were all born in it except 
Sister Esther. She was born in the one now standing much the 
Same aS when built. An addition was built on the west while 
we lived there for a parlor, it has since been moved & placed 
on the north of the house. They tell me I was born in the 
east addition which was added to the gravel house for a bed 
room & used as a wood shed to the new house. Therewere no 
stair steps to the gravel house went up stairs on a ladder 
for a while at least. I do not know how long maybe allways 
until they built my folks roomed & boarded two men who came 
to the west for the same purpose that they had all free & 
gratis. Mother did their washing & all free. How generous 
hearted people were in those days. One of the men was Mary hy 
(Roberts) Hutchisons father. The other John Moore a brother 
in law of the former. I do not know how many rooms were in 
the gravel house. I think two up and two down, before the 
bed room was added. 


Mother has told me how when they were on their way to Iowa 
on the boat what an unheard of thing a Guaker was. When speak- 
ing to a stranger using the word thee, They would look with | 
an inquiring face & ask 'who.' The gravel house that. my grand- 
father built on the land in the field joining us was added to 
after our people left it. A frame one room addition on the east.

The parents of John West, the father-in-law of Thomas Negus, were 


Bartholomew and Catharine (Almy) West. Bartholomew purchased seventy 


acres Of land in Portsmouth, Rhode Island, February 23, 1651, Like his 


brother Robert, he was one of the original purchasers of land in Mon- 


“mouth County, East Jersey in 1665, and he was one of the deputies from 


Shrewsbury to the General Assembly of Fast Jersey, December 14, 16.7, 


He is also named in the list of patentees and associbttes of East Jersey, 
. July 8, 1670. His home was in Shrewsbury on the corner apposite Christ 
Church. 


He married Cathnrine Almy who Was born about 1636 in Lynn, Massachuset: 
the daughter of William and Audry Almy. Bartholomew's death occured befor: 
1675, in which year his widow was the wife of Nicholas Brown, of Shrews- 
bury? East Jersey, later than March 25, 1688. In the year 1675 she receiy- 
ed one hundred and eighty acres of land as the widow of Bartholomew West 
and, with her husband at that time, Nicholas Brown, two hundred and ten 
@acres. | 

Bartholomew West's father was Mat thew ‘est, the progenitor of the New 


Jersey Vest family. He appeared at Lynn, Mass. as early as 1636, where 


he was admitted freeman of t..e¢ town, March 9, 1637. Being a freeman gave 


him a right to vote under the town charter among others privileges. Later 
about 1646 he removed to Newport, Rhode Islsnd and was made freeman there 
in 1655.

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THE NEGUS HERITAGE 


If someone should ask you why you are such good people, 
you can say, "By choddsing the right grandparents, and by 
having a creat heritage." It is exciting to realize that we 
are a part of the great unfolding future. It is just as 
thrilling to find out our actual part in the great adventure 
OL tae unfolding past. 

Archeologists are constantly uncovering man's history 
by piecing together quite an amazing picture. What if we 
should get to know our own real connection with this past, the 
stuff that we are made of? Perhaps it would make us feel more 
confident in facing the future. 

This story starts with the time of Robin Hood. It was the 
time of the Great Crusades. It was the moment in the history 
of England that its entire nobility was gathered to demand a 
Magna Charta or Bill of Rights from King John in the year 1215. 

The Crusaders were fired with a political and religious 
zeal to capture the Holy Land from the Saracens. The thirteenth 
century is oe of the greatest centuries because of what it re- 
presents of accomplishments of the arts and development of the 
human mind as well as of the rise of human liberty. For the 
lower classes, life had become almost intolerable because of 
the pene e seo on of the nobles, the frequent wars, and the servile 
duties that feudalism required. Many of the nobility lost their 
lives and their fortunes were redistributed. Those who lived 
learned the vhysical arts and Arabian mathematics, and in the 


generations which followed built great traditions. of accomplish- 


ment far beyond their models. 


























On the plains of Runnymede in the year 1215, there 


assembled a great non of the Barons of Fneland, many of 
them Grusaders, who with their followers, comprised the 
entire nobility of England. A great charter called the 

Magna Charta was extorted from King John, and reaffirmed by 
later kings. This famous document is hard to overrate in its 
promulgation of just sovernment and the rights of the common 
man, suth as no taxes without consent of the Common Council, 
no arbitrary imprisonment without lawful trial. It contains 
the right of habeas corpus and the trial by jury. 

Of the twenty-three Barons, sixteen Caen aed the Magna 
Charta Sureties and seven others are mentioned in the Magna 
Charta. The Negus fanily can submit authoritative proof of 
descent from seventeen of the twenty-three Barons who set up 
this charter of liberties. Due to disturbed conditions and civil 
wars ‘in England, the lineages outlined comprise some of the very 
few which are authenticated by the College of Arms in London. 

In order that we do not become overly proud or conceited, 
please consider the fact that there are twenty-six generations 
that are traced through a period of 750 years. One would have 
to know the names of all ancestors who were living about the 
year 1215. Mathematically, we double the number of parents in 
each generation back, so that the formula of two to the twenty- 
fifth power »rovides the astounding figure of 32,000,000 possible 
ancestors. furthermore, we actually can trace another twenty- 


five generations back, which gives 32 million times 32 million 


vossible ancestors 1500 years ago. 























Now, our story turns to the first Nezus who came to America 


nineteen generations and over four hundred years after the time 
of the great Magna Charta. Our progenitor, Jonathan Negus, was 
Pies tirst City Clerk or "Clerk of the Writs" of the city of 
Boston, Massachusetts,in the year 1651 and several years after. 
He probably first anpeared in 1630 in Lynn, Massachusets, having 
come. I believe, from London, England, but we are not sure. He 
married in 167. Jane Dighton, daughter of Dr. John Deighton, 
sentleman, of St. Nicholas, Gloucester, England. It is through 
her that we are descended from the Magna Charta Barons, and the 
fact that Jane Dirhton's sister was married to the Governor of 
Massachusetts adds interest. 

Jonathan's only son and heir, Cavt. Isaac Negus, settled 
at Taunton and Swansea, Mass., just across the line from Rhode 
Island. In the next generation or so the family moved to Shrews- 
bury, in northern New Jersey, then to Burlington, N. J. near 
Philadelvhia. These were all Quaker neighborhoods. Before the 
American Revolution, an interesting event happened at Burlington 
Ww. J. in 177). Shaidlock Negus fell in love with a Quaker girl, 
Sareh Smith, and married her by Friends ceremony a few months 
after being accented as a member of Friends. Thus the family's 
long association with the Quakers finally bore fruit. The fam- 
{ly moved in 1788 to the Old Redstone region in Fayette County 
in western Pennsylvania and later to near Salem, Columbiana 
County, in northeastern Ohio. In 186, Shaidlock Negus, Jr. 
and his twenty-one year old son Elisha went down the Ohio river 


and up the Mississipi to Muscatine, Iowa. A shipboard romance 


resulted in Rlisha Negus! marriage to Elvira Fawcett in 1848. 




















What is the heritage of liberty and human rights that has 


come down to us from the Quakers to whom the Neguses belonged? 
We owe the utmost gratitude to the sufferings of the early Quakers. 
Their unfaltering courage for the sake of human liberty laid the 
cornerstone for the foundation of our country. In the town om 
Boston where Jonathan Negus lived, the early Pilgrims did not 
believe in religious freedom and the Massachusetts colony passed 
a law excluding the Quakers and making it a death penalty for 
any to return even for a visit. There were Christian Quakers 
in Rhode Island who believed in liberty of conscience under God, 
and returned Bonin and again to Massachusetts even after severe 
punishment. Mary Dyer, the most famous American martyr and 
mother of six children, felt compelled to return from Rhode Is- 
land to Massachusetts to test the law. With a rope around her 
neck she witnessed the execution of two of her friends, and was 
then benished from the colony. Seven months later she returned, 
and was publicly hanged on Boston Common on 1 June 1660. A statue 
in her memory is being erected there now. Another famous Quaker, 
Samuel Shattuck, went to the king of England and personally 
brought back to Boston an edict from the King abrogating the law. 
That Jonathan Negus was there is indicated in the minutes of the 
General Court in October 1660: "The Court being much neglected 
for want of necessary officers and attendants," the Governor 
and Secretary presented the name of Jonathan Negus as a meet 
person for the service of sergeant of the Court. 

There are more Quaker charters of human liberty. Lincoln's 
Gettysburg Address mentions that this country was "conceived in 


liberty and dedicated to the pronvosition that all men are created 


equal." The early Quakers braved death and imprisonment to insure 

















the"sgelf-evident truths" that are stated in the Declaration of 


Indevendence. They would not take off their hats to the nobi- 
lity, and made a point of taking off their hats only when pray- 
ing to God who was their only superior. They insisted on using 
the common lancuace ‘thee" to the nobility instead of the plural 
"vou" which the nobility considered its privilege. The early 
Quakers were seekers of the Truth and as such refused to take 
oaths as implying a Seitoile standard of honesty. They considered 
the ame Quaker as a badge of fearlessness because in 1650 when 
threatened by the magistrates they stated that they quaked only 
before the awful vower of God. Like a bad name to a good dog, 
the nickname stuck. It is interesting to note that at one time 
there were orobably more Quakers in prison than out, and it is. 
sipnificant that the Friends Meetings did not close, but were 
carried on by the children. In spite of persecution, their 
numbers grew, becoming a majority at one time in the colonies of 
Rhode Island, New Jersey, Pennsylvania and North Carolina. They 
were the first to refuse to take the loyalty oaths to King George 
of England and similar obnoxious tests in the South during the 
Civil War and up to the vresent time. The Quakers believed it 
wrong to dress in the high style of nobility as it set the wearer 
apart as being better then others, also it resulted in a person 
living well at the expense of much toil by others. The testimony 
against slavery was similar. 

We can rightly cherish the liberties and human rights for 


which so many of our ancestors suffered and died for the sake 


of future generations.
